Report of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of Milford: 


Another year draws to its close, and your selectmen are 
reminded that it is expected of them that they give an out- 
line of the work accomplished, as well as the figures, which 
we are required to do, and it is with pleasure that we submit 
the following report. Nothing of great moment has happened 
in any department during the year, and, although the appro- 
priations made at the last annual meeting were exceedingly 
large, we have, to the best of our ability, kept within the lim- 
its, and have succeeded fairly well with the exception of 
Schools, Board of Health, and Sewers. 

The cost of repairs on school buildings far exceeded the 
estimates, and, as the School Board has no power to borrow 
money, it was necessary for us to advance it, or have the 
schools closed. The epidemic of scarlet fever and diphtheria, 
which broke out the first of the winter, have given the Board 
of Health a great deal to attend to, and, as we have been so 
free from these troubles for some years past, the expense 
seems large, but we believe the department has done excel- 
lent work in keeping the disease in check as well as it has, 
and is deserving of much credit. 


SEWERS. 


The sewer line has been extended from the end of Shep- 
ard St., up Nashua St., a distance of 1,400 feet, and through 
So. Myrtle St. 550 feet. The pipe is on the ground, to extend 
the Nashua St. sewer 450 feet further, which would bring it 
nearly opposite the residence of B. R. Came. We hope this 
extension will be made the coming year; also we hope the 
service will be extended from Nashua St. through High to 
Franklin St. 

After the appropriation had been expended, there was a 
break in the Nashua St. sewer, where it crosses the culvert 
below the Dr. Ober place and it cost several hundred dollars 
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to repair it, as the culvert is very deep. This culvert was dug 
up its entire length and replaced with 20-inch Akron pipe, 
and we believe it is a thorough job and will stand for years. 


ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 


There have been eleven incandescent and two arc lights 
added to the street lighting system, and the service rendered 
-has been exceptionally good. There are still some dark places 
in town, which we hope will be lighted at no distant time. 


HIGHWAYS. 


We have been somewhat criticised for taking the high- 
way force off their usual work and using them on the town 
state road work. We will simply say this. For years past, 
the town has annually expended $5,000 or more for highway 
work, and in almost every town meeting we have heard it 
said that we have nothing to show for it. It would have been 
an easy matter to have kept the men and teams at work all 
summer on the roads; but by using them on the state road, . 
we saved money enough to macadamize the road from the E. 
R. Cutts’ place to the Tonella & Son’s place, a distance of 
2,500 feet; as nice a road as can be found, which takes the 
place of the poorest one we had in town. We would recom- 
mend that Elm St. be macadamized. We endeavored to 
smooth and roll this street last year, but the material there 
is so poor there can be nothing of lasting value done, except 
with material teamed in. This is one of our handsomest 
streets and receives a large amount of travel, and we hope 
something will be done to improve it. 


TOWN STATE ROAD. — 


The town state road has been extended toward Wilton 
for a distance of 3,700 feet, at a cost of $2,955.00. This is of 
the same construction as that put in last year. We would 
recommend that the town state road this year be put upon the 
Brookline road, between the Fitchburg railroad and the ma- 
cadam road just put in, for the reason that this is a very poor 
road receiving much travel and the crushing plant is already . 
located for the work. 


BRIDGES. 
We have had the county bridge, socalled, and the bridge 
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at Jones’ crossing inspected by a competent engineer, and his 
report on each of these bridges is as follows: 


Concord, N. H., Feb. 4, 1908. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, Milford, N. H. 


Gentlemen :—In accordance with your instructions, I 
have made an inspection of the bridge in your town, known 
as the “County Bridge.”’ 

This bridge, I am told, was built not less than 70 years 
ago, and has done good service since that time. 

The bridge is a wood bridge of the Howe truss type, with 
timber vertical ties, anda timber arch built into the truss. 

There are two roadways, each 12 feet wide; three trusses 
of 11 panels each, and three arches. 

The bridge is about 120 feet long and 110 feet clear span. 
The camber is down and the bridge sags in the center about 
6 inches. 

Many of the vertical ties are broken off under the chords. 
Iron bolts have been put in at these points, but they are not 
very effective. 

The joints between the members of the trusses are open 
and pulled apart. 

The bottom chords are badly decayed in some places. The 
arches are badly decayed at bearing points. 

Calculation of the strains in the bottom chord show that 
they are excessive, even under light loads. 

I do not think that the bridge could be repaired and put 
into good condition at any reasonable cost. 

The bridge, in its present condition, is not safe for loads 
that it might be called upon to carry; therefore, I recom- 
mend that you build a new bridge here as soon as practicable,

Concord, N. H., Feb. 12, 1908. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, Milford, N. H. 


Gentlemen :—The bridge known as the Jones’ crossing 
bridge is a wood plant lattice, 162 feet long, with a clear span 
of about 151 feet, carrying a 17-foot roadway. 

I understand this bridge was built about 40 years ago. 
The timber is in fair to good condition,—evidence of its hav- 
ing had good care. 

There is a split in the intermediate top chord, near the 
southerly end of the bridge. The bottom chords are pulled, 
and tes joints show from 1-2 inch to 3-4 inch open at each 
poin 

The height of the trusses when originally built was not 
sufficient for this style of bridge, with this length of span. 
The bridge has been, and is now, seriously overstrained. 

I would recommend that, as soon as possible, you have 
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this bridge strengthened, and if this is properly done, the 
bridge will do service for quite a number of years. You can 
hardly over estimate the importance of this, in order to save 
your bridge.

Report of the School Board. 


The following report of the public schools of Mul- 
ford for the year ending February 15, 1908, is submit- 
ted to the district: 


Outside of the internal working of the schools— 
which comes the province of the superintendent of 
sckools to report—the most important work the school 
board has had to handle has been the remodeling of the 

“Old Brick” school house. 3 

For several years the attention of the district has 
been called to the unsanitary and unsafe condition of 
this building, until last March sufficient’ interest was 
awakened and an appropriation was made to make the 
needed changes. 

Before anything was attempted an architect was 
called in to look the gronnd over and to submit plans, 
one of which after being modified, was adopted and the 
work commenced. It was soon found that in order to 

do all that was necessary the appropriation would not 
cover the expense, but after consulting with the busi- 
ness men of the town it was decided to carry out the 
necessary work, rather than have it left in an unfinished 
condition. 

On removing the old toilet fixtures we found just 
what was expected, that is the timbers of the second 
floor were badly rotted. With the cement floor and the 
fixtures there was a ton of weight on them, so that 
the change has relieved us of a constant anxiety. 

The placing of the toilet arrangements in an extend- 
ed basement, as they are now arranged, necessitated an 
entire change of the stairways and entrances. The 
hallway now is between the school rooms, being light, 
convenient and ample in size. In making room for the 
stairs, space had to be taken from the second and 
fourth grade rooms, but this lost space was compen- 
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sated for in the second grade by taking out the parti- 
tion that shut off the old stairway, which also gave two 
east windows and improving the light of the room. 
For the reason just stated the old fourth grade room is 
smaller than before, but can be made larger at any time 
by taking out the partition of the old hallways, which 
are of no farther use. It was not done when making 
the changes, as the space was not immediately needed 
and we wished to avoid all expense possible. The 
space vacated at tne west end of the second floor, to- 
gether with the old recitation room furnished space for 
a good sized school room—in fact it is one of the best 
we have. The two roums of the second floor are oecu- 
pied by the fourth grade, the old room being the larger 
one. 

The new toilet arrangements are eminently satisfac- 
tory, being well lighted, well ventilated and sanitary 
and in the right place. In every respect they are as 
good as modern science can make them. 

There is a new room in the “annex” that is not fin- 
ished on the inside. This room will seat about twenty- 
five pupils and ought to be finished the coming year for 
the immediate use of the second grade. With this 
room ready for use we shall have a place to put the 
overflow of any grade. 

The changes made have placed the “Old Brick” 
building in a very satisfactory condition, and although 
the expense exceeded the estimates, we feel that we 
were justified in completing what was absolutely neces- 
sary. With the room before mentioned finished, we 
are of the opinion that we shall have rooms enough for 
scholars accommodation for several years. 

The repairing of the heating apparatus at the high 
school building was more extensive than was expected 
when the estimates were made. When the old pipes 
were taken out they were found to be so badly rusted 
that very few of them were of any use, consequently 
the expense exceeded the estimates. It takes thirty- 
seven hundred and fifty feet of piping for the hot arr 
room. 

Apparently the tide of school population has reached 
its height and is on the ebb. There are one hundred 
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and three less pupils enrolled at this time than there 
were one year ago. The first grade is the index of 
what the upper grades are likely to be in following 
years ; judging from that the pressure we have had 
will be relieved, as the entering class of the first grade 
last September was one-half in number that of two years 
ago. 

All the school buildings have received proper atten- 
tion in regard to repairs. 

During the fall term Custos Morum Lodge I. O. O. F. 
presented the district with an organ which is doing ac- 
ceptable service in the fourth grade.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Board of Milford: 


The close of another year brings us to a time of retro- 
spect of the school work for my second annual report. _ 

Throughout the country during the past year there has 
been a grand movement for outward progress, and the 
Milford schools have been marching in the line. 

The work which has been done and the improvements 
which have been made have been in a very quiet manner 
that has created no external commotion or special inter- 
est; yet there has been a gradual, steady growth. 

To those who have had the opportunity of visiting and 
watching the daily work of the schools, the advance in 
system and methods of the work of our schools must be 
apparent. If all the taxpayers could keep closer in touch 
with the schools and learn of the work that is being done, 
they would feel much better satisfied with the returns we 
are getting for the money invested in our schools. 

The highest aim of education should be to train man- 
hood and womanhood for highest citizenship and the 
ereatest enjoyment of the best and most there is in life. 

The education of our schools is free to all, and the 
work is becoming more attractive and adaptable to the 
needs of the general public. The increase of interest in 
education is not due wholly to the fact that parents are 
becoming more anxious for their children to get a classi- 
cal education, but that the schools are becoming broader 
in their scope, and the American conceptions of educa- 
tion at public expense are growing more comprehensive. 

Instead of teaching grammar school children merely to 
do puzzles with symbols and to memorize barren inflec- 
tions, we are, though too slowly, yielding to the up-to- 
date impulse to grant to all boys and girls, poor and rich. 
the privilege of free schooling for whatever their pro- 
posed calling—their birthright to a start in life. The 
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modern principle of free general education and training, 
if carried out to its legitimate results, has great possibilt- 
ties, and may even help to solve the modern problems of 
labor, capital and finance. In this industrial age, our 
educational training ought to be directed to the training 
of skilled labor. This is of special interest to every tax- 
payer ; and if the training of these workmen is at public 
expense and under public control, the questions of em- 
ployment and wages will be settled on the fair and nor- 
mal basis of efficiency and not be at the mercy of a trust 
of capital of money, nor a trust of labor. 

This, however, is an ideal for the larger communities ; 
yet the opportunities and advantages of our schools suf- 
ficiently warrant the introduction of the arts and crafts, 
or some manual training. The financial condition is the 
‘great objection to the introduction of this advance work, 
yet something can and should be done. We cannot begin 
everything at once, but we may foster worthy ideals and 
have denite aims. 

A great effort has been put forth during the past year 
to have all pupils gain an ability for more intelligent 
reading; to acquire a better knowledge and use of the 
English language; to gain freedom of movement and 
legibility in penmanship; and to get a better knowledge 
of geography by a more definite study of the world’s in- 
dustries, their relation to natural resources, and the rela- 
tions of situation, climate, natural resources, productions 
and occupations. Much of the study of geography has 
been far too abstract. 

We are trying to give the pupils a practical, useable 
knowledge of the subjects considered. Modern methods 
and writers of modern Arithmetics are endeavoring to 
discriminate just what few things the child may work 
and drill on to gain the most useful results. In the past 
children have spent much time upon Arithmetic with dis- 
proportionately small results, either in accuracy or in 
reasoning. The development of the latter has been most 
sadly neglected. We are putting strong emphasis upon 
this phase. The geometrical relations are more elemen- 
tary than the complex symbolic language of Arithmetic. 
Children have been taught to juggle with figures without 
realizing or appreciating their content. .They have 
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learned rules and processes without the thought behind 
these symbols. Hence when the boy has finished school 
he is wholly unable to meet the simplest demands of the 
commercial world. The ability to work puzzles, and to 
clear up a very complex arrangement of figures may be 
commendable, but it is better that the child understand 
commercial terms and usages, and to be able to work 
every-day business Arithmetic. 

We have by no means yet reached the goal, nor is the 
regeneration of Arithemitc complete, but we believe we 
have the clue upon the track of the monster who has puz- 
zled the brains and worried the nerves of the children, | 
and given but little in return. We aim to teach business 
and commercial arithmetic in such a manner in the lower 
grades that if the child should leave school from the sixth 
grade he may be better able to do the arithmetic neces- 
sary for general life, and that, ere long, the business men, 
who have so justly complained, may be better satisfied 
with the figuring of their clerks fresh from the schools. 

In other studies the effort is likewise to emphasize the 
intent of the subject, based upon the principles and true 
values as distinguished from the accessory elements. So 
also in matters of discipline and morals. We are em- 
phasizing the important scientific study of the individual 
child, his capabilities and needs. We are learning that 
the child is a somebody, that in nearly every child there 
runs a golden thread of efficiency, and it is the work of 
the educator to find which way the thread is coursing, 
and to so wisely direct it, and to so supervise his de- 
velopment that he will be in the line of success and will 
learn to share his own responsibilities. 

We are emphatically seeing the lack of the parental 
training of the former country home, where the child was 

“closely guarded and directed, and his duties of work were 
such that his idle hours for mischief and injury were very 
few. Just how the old-fashioned parental training is to 
be replaced by something as effective is not yet deter- 
mined to everybody’s satisfaction, and the transition 
period is marked by this deplorable era of license of lib- 
erty tending toward hoodlumism. But we must not con- 
fuse the real ends with accidental conditions. Greater 
liberty of self-control will undoubtedly develop better 
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manhood and stronger womanhood if the craft of life is 
not shipwrecked in battling with the storms of circum- 
stances and environment while seeking the desired haven. 
In view of the present conditions, the minority of parents 
may stand more closely to virtue, but the work of supply- 
ing the moral home training of the past falls upon the 
schools. Our schools are doing this work well, and we 
solicit the help and co-operation of the parents in the dis- 
ciplinary training of their children. They should stand 
with recognized authority as the sealers of mora! weights 
and measures. Parents should treat with contempt the 
misconduct of their children, rather than treating it light- 
ly or siding with them against the discipline of the school. 
It is a notable pleasing tact that, almost without excep- 
tion, the discipline of our schools is very commendable. 
uncommonly good; but the conduct and moral influence 
of the children out of school is often far from what it 
should be. To better these conditions, as especially es- 
sential in the child’s training, and for the best good of the 
community, the teacher needs the earnest co-operation of 
parents and friends. 

Some have a feeling that our school system requires 
too much work on the part of pupils for their own good. 
It is true that the colleges are raising their standards and 
demanding more and more of the high schools, and in 
turn we must demand more of the grades, and care must 
be taken lest we run our train of progress to a speed 
destructive to the health of its passengers. Good health 
and vigor are more valuable than the best educa- 
Seomeesecured at the expense of the loss of. these. 
We are working with this clearly in view. A change of 
interests, gymnastic exercises, and a knowledge of the 
care of the body are safeguards against this evil. Manual 
training would be a great benefit to those who do not 
have the manual labor on the farm. Of grade pupils 
who are willing to work in school hours but very little, if 
any, home study shouid be required. That time should 
be free for manual work, recreation and profitable elec- 
tive reading, and with a proper division of time it is 
needless for High School pupils to keep late study hours. 

In opposition to the argument for the danger of over- 
work is the closer articulation of grade with grade, so 


that each teacher can take up the work where the pre- 
vious teacher stopped, and the taking of each step care- 
fully and thoroughly, thus avoiding the great loss of time 
in going back again and again; the improved methods of 
work, the broader training and the greater earnestness 
and efficiency of our teachers resulting in making every 
moment in the school room count for education,—these 
factors have made it possible that a larger education can 
be obtained in a shorter time. | 

Since the schools of the State generally are trying to 
follow, as a course of study, the ‘Program of Studies for 
the Common Schools of New Hampshire,” it seems wise 
that our schools follow that course as nearly as possible 
As the State course is arranged for eight grades, and our 
schools have a nine-year course in preparation for the 
High School, some changes were necessary. During the 
summer vacation the superintendent provided a Supple- 
ment to the State Course, adapting it to the nine-grade 
system. The course for the first six years was but slight- 
ly changed. The work of the ninth grade is largely re- 
view work and preparatory for the High School. Copies 
of the “State Course’ with the supplement were placed 
in the desk of every school room., This course has been 
carefully followed, and nearly all work is now on 
schedule. In some cases it will take a little longer time 
to bring the work up to schedule, as the necessary amount 
of work has not been done in the past. The teachers now 
have something definite to follow. Generally the schools 
are well graded, and most pupils are working in the grade 
for which they are best fitted. While we aim to avoid 
being too mechanical, and we believe that promotion 
should depend upon development and ability, we are con- 
fident that when the system is in full working order it 
will be far more satisfactory, and will prevent so much 
“turning back” every term, or every time a new teacher 
takes up the work. The advantages of this systematic 
work are discussed above. 

We are living in an age when education demands that 
children learn something about many things. Consider- 
ing the facts which have been presented, this can be done 
without injury to the child, for the opportunities are so 
great and the means so easy. Weare decidedly too com- 
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mercial in this age. There is too great a desire to special- 
ize. Too often the child and parents question, ‘what is 
the use of studying that subject?” ‘‘What has that to do 
with ‘making a harness?’’’ Specialists there must be in 
this age of division of labor, and we must lay a founda- 
ttion with this in view; but it is a pity that so many in- 
teresting, useful, and really vital subjects must be neg- 
lected as the-busy American child rushes on to his goal, 
stopping only to take the knowledge that will help him to 
excel in his specialty. Happy to-day the pupil that may 
go through school plucking blossoms and fruit by the 
way without being driven by the consciousness of what 
he is going to have to be. 


We certainly must, as educators, lay more stress than 
ever upon thoroughness. Honest labor is the real basis 
of success. The world is coming more and more to real- 
ize the value of real worth, “pulls,” and a striking ability 
to “catch on” are counting less. The boy who can do 
things ; who does not look at the clock too often; the boy 
who can always be trusted and depended upon, who has 
the interest of the firm at heart, rather than to see how 
quickly jobs can be done, is the boy who is in demand and 
receives the quickest promotions. 


We neer to develop power and efficiency. Personality 
counts tremendously to-day. Age may command rever- 
ence, but it is personality and efficiency that wields the 
power. Where can the young American knight go to-day 
to acquire the treasures of an efficient and refined per- 
sonality? It is the public school which has proved itself 
to be the bulwark and fortress of this nation and the 
maker of its citizens. We make an appeal to the patrons 
and friends to support our school teachers in their vigor- 
ous efforts to inculcate that virtuous regard for property. 
social ideals, rights of others, morality and politeness, and 
an ambition to win success, in the minds and beings of 
the children. 

Our teachers deserve the support and good will of the 
parents, and generally they have it, for which we are 
erateful. With a union of purpose and effort the.great 
and mighty responsible work of our schools will be a suc- 
cess. 
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SUPERVISION. 

It has not been the aim of the superintendent to make 
any radical change in the school system or its operations, 
neither has he had time to visit or work publicly for the 
educational interests at large with the people. Be it ad- 
mitted that a superintendent should do this, it has been 
impossible, for his time and interests have been entirely 
taken in looking after the details of the schools. 

A complete course of study has been provided, and 
there has been a constant effort to bring the work to 
schedule and to improve the character of instruction in 
all lines. The schools hae been constantly supplied witth 
the necessary supplies for the most efficient work, at the 
same time striving for strictest economy. All schools 
have been supplied with a sufficient amount of supple- 
mentary readers, representing the three essential phases, 
literary, historical and geographical, with the necessary 
basal text books on all subjects. 

The work of the schools has been carefully systema- 
tized with a complete, yet not cumbersome, system of re- 
ports and records. 

Special examinations and tests now and then and two 
or three general examinations during the year are given 
all pupils by the superintendent. Considering the motive 
for which they have been given, the results are very 
satisfactory. 

It is the work of the superintendent to have a general 
watch care and oversight of all the school work, to direct, 
guide, and help in every detail, internally and externally, 
connected with the school work. 

Teachers’ meetings have been held about once a month, 
sometimes more often. Addresses on general and par- 
ticular educational subjects have been given by the super- 
intendent, and by local business men and educa and 
prominent educators of other places. 

The duties of a superintendent are not very specific, 
but they are manifold. The public cannot get any right 
conception of the amount or character of the work, or its 
results, except by personal observation or investigation. 
It is only by faithfully looking after minor details that 
improvements can be made and progressive work accom- 
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plished. This cannot be accomplished at once. It must 
be a gradual growth. While but little, which is strikingly 
notable, has been accomplished, we are confident that 
we are on the safe and sure road of progress. 


No large enterprise can be the greatest success without 
expert supervision, and expert school supervision is a 
mark of onward progress, which is rapidly being gener- 
ally adopted. It may have its disadvantages and faults, 
yet experience has shown its advantages, and that it is 
essential for progress. 


The earnest co-operation of ‘the teachers, pupils, and 
people, so far as they have been concerned, has been 
pleasing and commendable. 


TEACHERS. 


As was commented in the report of last year, the school 
district is very fortunate in having its corps of teachers 
largely made up of teachers of experience. Though not 
many of our teachers are Normal graduates, we do not 
depreciate the value of a Normal training, and when a 
new teacher is secured to fill a position a Normal gradu- 
ate should be chosen; but we value more highly years of 
growing experience, coupled with professional reading. 
There were not many changes in the corps of teachers 
from last year, so it will be needless to add anything to 
what was said then in commendation of the valued ser- 
vice of our faithful teachers. 


What was said last year in reference to teachers’ sal- 
aries is equally true this year. While the total amount 
of teachers’ salaries for the district may seem large, the 
individual salaries are not large as compared with salaries 
in other places and in other professions. There ought to 
be a graded scale of salaries with a minimum and maxi- 
mum proportionate to the time and character of service. 
Such a scheme which is in vogue in most of the larger 
and best school districts would tend to promote better 
service, be more satisfactory to teachers, and possibly 
save money. . 
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CHANGE OF TEACHERS. 


Miss Waters filled the vacancy made by Miss Davidson 
as instructor of English in the High School. Miss Will- 
iams as instructor of Language and Mathematics, and 
Miss Harris instructor of Modern Languages. 


Miss Towne fills the position as teacher of the eighth 
grade. Mrs. Marsh fills the position made vacant by 
Miss Marden in the fourth grade, and Miss Goodwin fills 
the position as teacher of the Federal Hill School made 
vacant by Mrs. Marsh. , Miss Parker is teacher of the 
Osgood School in place of Miss Jerome, who accepted a 
position in Wilton, and Miss Fogg is teacher of the 
Shedd School. Nearly all the vacancies were voluntary 
resignations to accept more lucrative offers. By the 
changes and improvements made in the Old Brick build- 
ing the fourth grade was divided with Mrs. Marsh and 
Miss Loring in charge. On account of the large number 
of pupils in these grades Miss Bowen has the overflow 
of the third, fifth and sixth grades. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


A detailed report of the High Schoo! is given by the 
principal, Mr. Woodward. It can safely be said that the 
general character of the school work this year has been 
better than last. The united efforts of the worthy princi- 
pal, with the efficient assistant teachers, have been faith- 
ful and earnest for the best work. The general attitude 
and deportment of the pupils is encouraging. School 
spirit is growing, yet it is still somewhat dormant. The 
Christmas number of the “Clarion” does credit to the 
school. On account of particular conditions the entering 
class this year was small, but came especially well pre- 
pared for their work. 

The successful graduation of the large and very prom- 
ising class last spring was very encouraging, and is a 
true indicator of the successful work of the school. The 
graduating class of this year promises to be the largest in 
the history of the school. 


The Prize Speaking Contest which was tried as an ex- 
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periment last commence ment was a decided success, and 
created a great deal of general interest. This is a most 
valuable training for the pupils, and makes a pleasant 
addition to the attractions of the school. We hope it will 
be kept up each year. 

Though the school does not stand in the foremost rank 
in athletics, yet it has done creditable work, as the ex- 
exceptional success of this year’s Basket Ball team has 
proven. The military drill under the direction of ex- 
Captain Cheyne is making good progress, yet some of the 
boys fail to realize the true significance of military disci- 
pline. Itis expected that the next public drill will make 
even a better showing than that of last year. 


The school is on the State approved list of High 
Schools and on the list of New England College Entrance 
Certificate Board. It is worthy of the standing it holds. 


An elective commercial course ought to be added, or 
substituted, for one of the other courses. Considering 
that we are living in a commercial age, every pupil paght 
to have, at least, a one-year course in commercial sub- 
jects and political economy that he may be better able to 
meet the demands of the world before him. It may not 
be possible to do this at once, for it would require some 
additional expense unless the substitution is made. 


Some of the voters feel that it is not economy to take 
tuition pupils at the present rate of tuition. (The rate 
could be only a little higher.), Considering the present 
circumstances, the amount of tuition received is prac- 
tically a total gain, for the running expenses of the school 
are but very slightly increased by the attendance of the 
tuition pupils. Then, some of our very best pupils come 
from the adjoining towns. They are a help to the school 
and a good advertisement for it. It would be a great 
mistake to exclude the tuition pupils. It would also be 
a greater mistake to cut down the standard of the school 
and pay tuition to other towns. 

Long live the Milford High School, with its good 
record and open doors to the neighboring towns! Many 
thanks to those towns for the character and help of the 
scholars they have sent us. 
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VILLAGE SCHOOLS: 


The graduation exercises of the ninth grade at the 
close of the last school year were exceptionally pleasing 
and creditable. The fact that one hundred per cent. of 
the graduating class entered the High School, and the 
character of the work they are now doing, speaks most 
strongly of the character of the work the Grammar 
School and lower grades are doing. Much credit is due 
the ninth-grade teacher for the success of the class. 


Likewise credit should be given to the other teachers 
for the work they have done. Teachers often have.a 
hard time to keep the slow and indisposed minds up with 
the rest of the class in their work. Especially is this true 
with some cases in the fifth grade this year. 


At the close of the last school year a promotion blank 
was given to every pupil who was worthy of clear or con- 
ditional promotion, and a record of the same is kept. In. 
about twenty cases where a pupil was deficient in one or 
two subjects he was given the privilege of making up the 
work in the summer, and taking an examination just be- 
fore school opened. This was tried-as an experiment, 
and in most cases where the pupil or parents were willing 
to make the effort the scheme was a success. Many 
_ brought their work to a condition worthy of promotion. 
Others showed even more plainly that they were not 
equal to the work of the next grade. 


But little need be said about the work of the grades 
more than what is given in a general way in the first part 
of this report. We are endeavoring to, and have nearly 
succeeded, in bringing the work up to the requirements 
of the Program of Studies. 

Some history stories are read in the third grade, but 
this work is largely done in the fourth grade. New his- 
tories were put into the fifth and sixth grades. The fifth 
grade is to begin a simple connected study of United 
States History, which is continued and finished in the 
sixth, making a better preparation for the advanced his- 
tory, which is commenced in the seventh grade. 


In addition to what has been said in a general way, it 
is sufficient to say that the schools are making good 
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progress, and we, as teachers, are trying to find the secret 
of successful instruction. 

Two very interesting and profitable lectures were given 
by outside talent to all pupils of the upper and lower 
grammar grades. One, on her travels in Europe, by 
Miss Lucy Blanchard, and one by Principal Huse of 
Manchester on American scenery. The sixth grade have 
had considerable correspondence with schools of other 
places in written descriptions of the local industries of 
each place. More of this work might be done with profit. 

We have an interesting case of a blind girl in the 
Laurel School. The superintendent bought copies of 
“Readers for the Blind,’ and with the kind and faithful 
help of the teacher, Miss Vinton, the girl, May Feather- 
stone, has gained the ability to read as readily as any 
third-grade child. She can write and handle figures well, 
and write her name legibly. 


RUKAI? SCHOOLS: 


All rural schools have been supplied with necessary busy 
work and modern basal and supplementary text books. 
So-far as possible, considering the conditions of a mixed 
school, the rural schools are graded, and are trying to do 
the same work as the village schools. Of course, it is 
impossible to do as thorough work as in the larger schools 
of one or two grades. 

We are fortunate in having exceptionally strong teach- 
ers in our rural schools. With no intent to belittle the 
work of the other schools, the great improvement in the 
character of the work of the Shedd School, which has 
been made by the teacher, Miss Fogg, is worthy of spe- 
cial mention. Also we wish to commend the work of the 
pupils of the North School, under the direction of Mrs. 
Manning, for the improvement they have made in the 
school room, woodshed, etc., as well as the character of 
the school work. 

With the exception of the Osgood and Pine Valley 
Schools, the rural schools are very small this year. Con- 
sidering that so many of the children are attending the 
village schools, especially from an educational view, as 
well as from a financial standpoint, it would be better to 
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close these small schools, at least until the number of 
school children of the district is larger. 

The cost of education per pupil in these small schools 
each year is from thirty to forty dollars, while the aver- 
age cost per pupil for the town is about twenty-one 
dollars. 


MUSIC. AND DRAWING. 


Because of the late resignation of Miss Jennings we 
were left without a supervision of drawing and music for 
the first part of the year. The district is very fortunate 
in having secured the most efficient service of William J. 
Short, supervisor of public school music in Keene, as the 
supervisor of music in our schools. 

Mr. Short has a thorough knowledge of the subjject 
he teaches, uses the correct method of instruction, and in- 
spires the schools with his enthusiasm for his work. The 
schools are making rapid progress in music ona sure and 
firm foundation. 

The position as Supervisor of Drawing has not been 
filled. This district ought to unite with some other dis- 
trict in employing a supervisor for each Drawing and 
Music. A combination of the two rarely proves a suc- 
cess. 

The value of the training of these arts is far too great 
to be neglected. Each teacher is trying to do what she 
can individually ; but there can be no systematic or real 
successful work without some one to supervise or di- 
rectit 


COSTsOF SCHGOBES, 


Undoubtedly the statistics will show that the current 
cost of schools this year is but very little more, if any, 
than last year. It has been necessary to continue the em- 
ployment of the two extra teachers, one in the High 
School and one in the grades. Most of the added cost 
has been special appropriations and expenditures on 
necessary repairs. 

A very decided and necessary improvement has been 
made in the Old Brick building. Perfectly working sani- 
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tary arrangements have been installed in the basement of 
an addition to the building. This is by far the best possi- 
ble arrangement. ‘This made the cost a little more, but 
an extra school room has been provided above the base- 
ment, and another can be made very easily in the second 
story if circumstances demand it. By putting the hall- 
way through the building and other changes an extra 
school room was made on the second floor, which is occu- 
pied by one division of the fourth grade, and the other 
rooms have been made much lighter and more convenient. 
If any one considers it a poor or unnecessary investment 
a visit to the building to learn of the improvements and 
advantages will change his opinion favorably. 

It is admitted that the total expenditure for schools the 
past year is large; but the extra amount expended does 
not especially concern this report, as the current expenses 
have been kept as low as possible. The amount expended 
for books during the present school year, outside of the 
new arithmetics, has been about $400, and for supplies 
about $300, while last year $1,180 was paid for books and 
$650 for supplies. Of course, this school year is not com- 
pleted, but only a few, if any, books will need to be pur- 
chased during the rest of the year. There are supplies 
on hand for the rest of the year. The special conditions 
in the High School still keep the amount needed for 
books high. Undoubtedly, in the long run, this will not 
be a loss. | ; 

As the schools are so well supplied with books, and 
with our systematic use of them, the prospect is that a 
much smaller appropriation will be needed for books next 
year. 

There may be ways in which the cost of maintaining 
the schools may be lessened, and there should be a united 
effort on the part of all taxpayers and school officers to 
lessen, if possible, the cost of maintaining our schools 
without lowering the standard of education and the char- 
acter of the school work. The district cannot afford to 
cripple in any way the efficiency of the working force and 
equipment of the school or lessen its good results. 

The teachers are using the most strict economy in use 
of books and supplies. Taxpayers might lessen the cost 
of books by co-operating with the teachers in training 


pupils for better care of books. The careless manner in 
which some children handle books is a shame. One very 
objectionable feature of the free-text-book plan is the fact 
that the books must be handled by all children, thus giv- 
ing the great opportunity for transmission of disease 
germs. We attempt to avoid this as much as possible. 
Also an order has been issued that there shall be no inter- 
changing of pencils. Each pupil must have his individual 
pencil. 


During the first part of the winter the attendance of the 
schools was badly broken by the slight scare of the con- 
tageous diseases. The “cases” have nearly all disap- 
peared, the buildings were thoroughly fumigated during 
the Christmas vacation, and now it is expected that all 
school children will regularly attend school. If all school 
buildings were fumigated every vacation, it would, un- 
doubtedly, lessen the cases of colds and more serious con- 
tageous diseases. 


The statistical records are given in another part of the 
“School Report.” 


Much that was given in the superintendent’s report last 
year is very applicable this year, yet it is needless to re- 
peat it. A reference to the article on School Statistics. 
which appeared in a number of the “Cabinet,” of 
would be of interest in connection with this school report. 


There is still some lack of knowledge, or misunder- 
standing, in reference to the laws of school attendance 
and truant cases. Copies of the sections of the School 
Laws pertaining to truants, non-attendance, employment 
certificates, employment of school children, etc., may be 
obtained on application to the superintendent. The jus- 
tice of these laws is unquestionable, and it is not that we 
wish to make any annoyance, but it is the duty of the 
school officers to enforce the laws. The public schools 
are maintained for the good of the Commonwealth, and 
all citizens are under obligations to. comply with its laws 
and regulations. It is also the duty of every parent to 
loyally support the work of the teachers and schools in 
general. Such support is always best for the individual 
children, as well as the schools.

; REPAIRS. 


A great improvement in the laboratory room is much 
needed, and will, probably, soon be required by the State 
Department of Public Instruction. The details of this 
are discussed in the principal’s report. The best solution 
of the problem seems to be that laboratories be fitted up 
in the upper part of the building. A very much needed 
addition to the heating apparatus for better heating some 
of the High School recitation rooms has been recently 
made at a small cost. ! 

Some minor repairs in the way of paint, paper, seats, 
flagpole ropes, etc., ought to be made in the rural school 
buildings, especially the Osgood and North Schools. A 
new heating apparatus in the Laurel School is\absolutely 
imperative. This need might be supplied by simply a 
new stove, but, considering the size of the school and 
school room, there ought to be a furnace put in at as low 
a cost as possible for what is necessary. The cellar is 
very convenient for such a heating arrangement, and the 
room is so large that it is impossible to properly heat the 
front of the room without the pupils in the rear of the 
room being greatly overheated. The cost of fuel could be 
considerably reduced from the cost with the present heat- 
ing arrangement, an old worn-out stove, a wood eater. 

This matter is not mentioned with any intent to hint 
that the school board have not done their duty in the 
matter, but to call the attention of the voters to a great 
need which would involve a slightly greater expense than 
would seem at first thought. 

With this exception the village buildings are ample, 
well heated and lighted, and our beautiful. High School 
building is well ventilated. The ventilation of the Old 
Brick building ought to be improved; then, with the re- 
pairs which have been made this summer, it will be as 
good as a modern building. The lack of ventilation in 
the White building is deplorable. Arrangements have 
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been made as far as possible to improve the ventilation of 
the rural school buildings. 

Our faithful ajnitors and truant officer are worthy of 
special commendation for their service. This class of 
educators are often forgotten as important factors of our 
school system. ) 

There have been a few requests for an evening school 
for those who must work in the day time, and especially 
for some of the foreign-speaking people. It seems that 
such a school could be carried on with profit in this town. 
We would not suggest that it be wholly maintained by 
the district. It probably could be supported by private 
contributions, yet the district would do well to furnish a 
room and possibly books. We recommend that this en- 
terprise be carefully considered, and taken up, if possible, 
next school year. } 

The general interest and loyal support of the people 
and officers of the school district in the welfare and suc- 
cess of the schools are very encouraging. Especially 
would we like to commend and thank the school children 
for their faithful attendance, good conduct and earnest 
work in school. This is not said as a matter of course. 
With a few exceptions the school children have done ex- 
ceptionally well in conduct and school work. 

We realize that the taxayers of the district make a 
hard, faithful effort financially and otherwise to support 
and maintain our schools, and we believe that generally 
the children appreciate and are making the best of the 
opportunities they have. The people of the district have 
reason to be proud of their schools. 

The superintendent is very grateful for the personal 
and official favors and support which he has received 
from school officers, teachers, school children and people 
of the district.

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Report of Supervisor of Music. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: , 


Dear Sir—The report of your supervisor of music is 
not a report of work accomplished, having been in your 
schools but a short time, but rather a general statement 
of what school music is. Asa factor in education, music 
may be regarded as a science as well as an art. 

The science of music pertains to the characters and 
signs, the mastery of which makes it possible to trans- 
late the language of muic at sight. 

The study of the science of music develops individual 
independence, self-control, concentration and mental and 
physical alertness. 

The art of music is that which has to do with musical 
experience and the culture and power gained thereby. 

The study of the art of music arouses the emotional 
nature and creates a new power of expression, through 
the performance and memorizing of good music. 

It develops the esthetic sense, through the study of the 
beauties of good tone, melody, rhythm and form. 

It creates high ideals as to duty, character and con- 
duct, and adds to the possibilities for the enjoyment of 
life. 

The cause of school music never looked brighter than 
it does today. It has proved its right to stay and is recog- 
nized everywhere as a valuable factor in the develop- 
ment of the boy and girl. 

When rightly understood and wisely used music so 
ministers to more mental faculties than any other one 
branch of study. 

Its power to induce clear thinking, its compelling 
power to concentration, its development of actual brain 
power is unrivalled. 

To develop a love for good music by the study of 
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musical history and biography and the representative 
works of the great masters. 

Thus music becomes a medium for the expression of 
emotion, exerts to the greatest degree its cultivating and 
refining influence and promotes the ethical aims of edu- 
cation.

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Report of High School Principal. 


Mr. Carroll H. Drown, Superintendent of Schools: 


I have the honor to submit the annual report of the 
Milford high school. The total registration for the year 
ending June 28, 1907, was 151; boys seventy-one, girls 
eighty. The registration since September oth of the 
present year is 134; boys seventy, girls sixty-four. Of 
this number twenty-six are non-residents and are divided 
among the different towns as follows: Brookline, four ; 
Bennington, three; Greenfield, seven; Hancock, four ; 
Harrisville, one; Mount Vernon, three; Amherst, four. 
The average membership for the period since Sept. oth 
is 125.09, the average attendance 121.13, the per cent of 
attendance 96.81. Divided by classes the registration at 
the present date is: Seniors twenty-seven, Juniors 
twenty-seven, Sophomores forty-two, Freshmen twenty- 
seven, Post Graduates two.

At the close of the spring term three of the assistant 
teachers, after various periods of service, resigned and 
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Miss A. Louise Williams, Miss Ruth W. Waters and 
Miss Anna Harris were elected to the vacant positions. 
The teaching force as a whole is giving excellent service 
and work, together with enthusiasm and harmony. The 
The work in music under the new instructor, Mr. Wil- 
liam J. Short, seems to have taken on a new life. In- 
stead of the dull, listless attitude formerly shown by 
the pupils towards this exercise, the music period each 
week is filled with vigorous, active work. A girls’ “Glee 
Club” has been formed and holds rehearsals on Tuesday 
afternoons of each week. 

In May of last year the school received a renewal, for 
three years, of the certificate privilege granted by the 
New England College Entrance Examination Board and 
in July received the ‘approval of the State Department of 
Public Instruction. 

Immediately after the close of the last school year the 
books in the stock room were renumbered and cat- 
alogued. The worn out and useless books were discard- 
ed and those worth rebinding sent to the bindery. This 
will prove a source of economy, as it will prevent the 
buying of books that are not absolutely needed and the 
tying up of considerable money that could be well spent 
in other directions. 

The recent improvements made by placing coils of 
steampipe in the two recitation rooms at the west end of 
the building are a source of much comfort to both pupils 
and teachers. Both of these rooms for the last two years 
have been too cold for use on many days in the winter 
term. Although the school is fairly well supplied with 
reference books and material for carrying on the work of 
the school there is one department, the laboratory, that 
will need some changes in the near future. As now ar- 
ranged the physical and chemical laboratories are in the 
same room, with the result that much of the apparatus 
for work in Physics is.badly damaged by the fumes and 
vapors arising from the experiments carried on in 
Chemistry. There are no suitable closets, or hoods, for 
carrying away the fumes of acids and noxious gases, 
which as a matter of course fill every part of the room 
and at times fill every room in the building. There are 
no suitable closets for storing of apparatus so that much 
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of it is tucked away in nooks and corners or wherever 
room for it can be found. Among the salts and chem- 
icals used in Chemistry are many deadly poisons which 
should not be exposed as openly as they are at present. 
Suitable closets should be built for them even in the room 
now used for a laboratory. 

The increase in the demands of the State Depart- 
ment and the increase in the number of pupils taking the 
science courses render it imperative that some changes 
be made in the laboratory equipment. There should be 
two rooms entirely separate, one for Physics and one for 
Chemistry. 

There is complaint on the part of some pupils about the 
strenuousness of the work. This complaint is hardly 
justifiable as no more is being attempted than is done by 
other high schools in the state of the same size and eqiup- 
ment. The State Department calls for certain courses 
of study and a definite number of periods of recitation 
work each week. It is necessary to meet this demand in 
order to keep the school on the approved list and receive 
pupils from the surrounding towns. 

While the work of the pupils as a whole is good and a 
disposition shown to try to do the work, still there are a 
few who are not doing the work. This arises not from 
the lack of ability but from ‘an unwillingness on the part 
of the pupil to devote the time necessary to home study. 
Social diversions and entertainments take too much of 
the time that should be devoted to study. 

The year’s work has been one of progress and the 
thanks of the principal is due to the corps of assistants, 
to the superintendent and school committee for their co- 
operation and assistance.

BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of the Town of Milford: 


The Board of Water Commissioners submit here- 
with their report for the year ending February 15, 1908, 
together with the report of the Superintendent and 
Treasurer, giving details of the work of the system dur- 
ing the year, all of which is respectfully submitted for 
your careful consideration. There have been no exten- 
sions of mains this year, and none have been called for. 
We believe extensions should be made whenever the 
income will warrant the expense. 

The extension made in 1906 on Dean Moore hill 
has proved very satisfactory, not only financially, but 
in providing much better protection from fire to a large 
amount of property in that locality. 

The hydrants at the top of the hill have been thor- 
oughly tested by the fire wards and they report the 
pressure to be sufficient for any emergency, 
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Wherever cement lined pipe hasbeen put in to take 
the place of old galvanized service pipe, there has been 
a great improvement in the quality of the water. 

The present supply of water is good, and will,with- 
out doubt, be sufficient for many years to come. 

The plant, as in former years, has been kept in first 
class condition by our Superintendent, who takes much 
pride in keeping it in good order and making it a paying 
investment for the town. 

After paying all running expenses, interest on 
bonds and sinking fund, he has paid over to the town 
$3,300, the largest net income ever received in one year. 

The Snperintendent recommends that a new brick 
coal shed be built in the near future, as the old one is 
in bad condition.

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The year’s work of the library has equalled that of any 
previous one. ‘The report of the librarian shows an in- 
crease in the circulation of books over that of any year 
since this library was established. This fact illustrates 
the necessity of watchfulness on the part of the trustees 
and of course means an increased amount of labor for the 
librarian and her assistant as well as an increased amount 
of wear and tear upon the books themselves. The town 
now enjoys the income from three separate funds, the 
Ezra Gay fund, the Nancy Averill fund and the Peabody 
fund. These funds are being expended as near as possible 
in accord with the expressed wish of the donators. The 
children’s department, while only a beginning of what this 
department might be made if the room were available, is a 
daily illustration of the wisdom of its establishment. The 
good. behavior of the little folks who make use of it is’ 
worthy of commendation. 

The addition of books by purchase and donation during 
the year has made an additional book stack necessary. 
This will soon be in place. By removal from town three 
vacancies now exist in the board. The trustees would at- 
test to the faithful work in behalf of the library of Mrs, 
Kaley, Mr. Hutchinson and Mr. Robinson. 

Frequent bulletins of new books purchased have been 
printed and circulated gratis during the year. .

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN, 


To the Trustees of the Milford Free Inbrary: 


The statistics of the year closing Feb. 15, 1908, 
show an increase of circulation over the report of last 
year, which was larger than any preceding year. The 
reference work has also largely increased. The extra 
stack room, provided by the removal of many of the 
public documents to the third floor, has again become 
insufficient, and we have been obliged to ask for an- 
other stack for the accommodation of the books. added 
the past year, which have been shelved in the delivery 
room, and which must soon be removed to make space 
for the accessions of the coming year. ‘The accessions 
of the past year have been more than any previous year. 

There have been some large and valuable gifts. 
Dr. D. 8. Dearborn presented us with ‘Warner - Lib- 
rary of the World’s Best Literature,” forty-six volumes; 
a very valuable addition to our reference library. 
Through a donation from Mrs. Fish of Brookline, Mas- 
sachusetts, we have been enabled to place on our 
shelves thirty volumes of “Living Age.” We have also 
received from the private library of the late Mrs. Bet- 
sey French, twenty-three volumes of the same, donated 
by her daughter, Mrs. Morse of Medford. The “Living 
Age” is very valuable in our reference department and 
we are anxious tv complete the set. 

We have spent for books, in all classes except fic- 
tion, one hundred and eighty-seven dollars, which ex- 
ceeds the interest received fiom the Gay fund by twelve 
dollars, and is more than one-half of the whole amount 
spent for books. 

The constant daily use of the reference room, and 
the attendance in the reading room, together with the 
use of the children’s department and the increased cir- 
culation, certainly attest to the appreciation of the peo- 
ple of Milford, and we trust we shall be able to continue 
to meet the increasing demands.
